ther the Bukers will furnifh usorno. The 
Dijpuse vs thus. 

The late Parliament have made an A& 
to regulate the Prices of Bread, and to 
limit the Bakers both as to Profit and Price 
of Sale. Indeed I own, ic was Time to 
regulate this Enormity which was growing 
to avery great Hsignt— The Worfhipful 
Company of Biers had got the World ia 
a String, and made them lead or drive, as 
they pleas’d—Price of Bread, and Weight 


of Bread was all in cheirown Breafts 5 when. 


they pleas’d to tell us Corn was dear, be- 
hold it became dear And when they 
pleas’d to lower it a little, we own’d the 
Grace, and reap’d the Benefit, but with 
this RefiriGion, that it was juft as much 
at a Time, and as long as was thought 
meet by our abfolute Lords asd Mafters 
the Bakers. 

As to the Weight of Bread, my Lord- 
Mayor io his Weekly Affize of Bread, fets 
forth the exaét Weight of Bread, accord- 
ing to the good and wholefome, tho” an- 
tient Laws of the City. How well that 
Affize of Bread was obferv’d by the Bakers, 
is firft prov’d by the Quantity of Bread al- 
ways feiz’d, when the Magiftrates think 
fit to go about and examine it And 
how the Poor of the Citv have been erv’d 
in their Bread, is prov’d from the very 
very few Vifitations the Muagiffraces do 
think fic to make opon thit Subjed.. 

This Defe&t was grown to that exceffive 
Height now, that the Bakers defy’d you, 
and your old Laws were Scare-Crows they 
valu’d motatall. Icangive you the Name 
of a Beker, not far from an Oak, that when 


his Bread has been weigh’d and found too 


light by bis Cuftomer, has refus'd either 
to allow for the Weight, or take his Bread 
again—— I can name you a Baker, who, if 
his Cuitomers would be fo impertinent to 
weigh his Bread, would take Occafion to 
hoff them, and tell them he did not care 
for theis Cuftom 


Thefe Things, with a due Concern for 
the poor People, who generally work too: 
hard for their Bread to be cheated of the 
Weight when they have done—and when 
Corn is dear, have little Need to have it 
made dearer by the Bakers —Thefe Things, 
I fay, have engag’d the Parliament to 
make a Law to limit and regulate the 
Affizes of Bread all over Britain 
While this A& was paffing, the Petitions 
of the Bakers were receiy’d from all Parts 
of the Kingdom— Their Allegations were 
heard, and every thing they had to fay 
duly confider’¢; and uponthe whole, the 
Law was effecni’d juft, the Pretences of 
the Bakers were adjudg’d trifling and frivo- 
lous, and amounting only ro fatisfie the 
Houfe, that the Bikers were very. loth to 
let go the Advantage they had got, and 
that confequently the Nec: ffity of redre{-- 
fing the Grievance appcar’d the plainer, 

And now the A@ is pafs’d—Pray, let us 
examine the great Out-cry that is made 
by the Bakers alittle, and upon which they 
are pleas’d to threaten, that!chey wiil bake 
no more Bread——thinking be-like, that 
this will raife the Rabble, and that they 
fhall, Ifuppofe, repeal the A&ét of Parlia- 
ment ; for really I cannot fee, what elfe 
the Bakers can expe@ from a general Cla- 
mour. 

As to the Law now made— ’Jis evident, 
there is a fufficient Profit left to the Baker, 
to’ not fuch an exorbitant arbitrary Gain 
as he mide before—He is allow’d a ftated 
and fettled Gain, and this Gain is the fame, 
and drawn from the fame GCalculation:, 
which the Bakers in former Days were con- 
tented with And the very fame from 
which the Affize of Bread in my Lorde. 
Mayor’s Weekly Order. is always drawn,. 
and which the Bakers in former Days. us’d 
to break indeed fometimes, but were al- 
ways by that Breach Entitled to thePillory— 
And which made the Piilory and the Baker 
fo much a Kin, that it feem’d a Punifhment 
appropriate to them only, till modern Fue. 
ftice has thought fit to beftow it upon Men. 
of Letters, and let the Bakers go free. | 

This Law therefore isno Oppreffion 3: 
it reftrains not the Bakers from a reafon. 
able Gain in their Trade, it only takes 

away 
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away their arbitrary Extorting their own 
Prices, and impofiog their own. corrupt 
Weight; takes from them the abfolutePowen 
they had aflum’d of making~Bread dear’ 
when Corn was cheap, and tndeed of ma- 
king, the rice of Corn it (elf.rife and-fall 
as they plea. d—— This they had fo entire- 
ly made their own, ‘that the poor People 
could lcok no farther than the Bakers Shop 
for the Piice of Corn ——. And the Word 


mas chang’d, fiom Corm rifing or falling, to 


the Bread. rifes or falls: Nor was the Rifing 
and Fa!ling of Corn always to be fel by the 
Poor in the Price of their Bread 5 and it 
was a common Thing to hear the poor com- 
plaining to one AN Oth Smee bey fay, Gorn 
falls, and thar it « afine Harveft ; fam fure, 
we di mot find it, for our Baker bolds up the 
Bread as dear-as it. was. Nor was there any 
Redrefs—— For let.a poor Woman go to 
my Lord the Baker, and talk thas—She 
would be told, that in thort; Bread was fo 
and fo dear, and he would fell it no cheap- 
er ; and this was all the Poor could gain. 

Nor was this all; but really the Bakers, 
enrich’d hy thefe Violences,.were become 
fo much Mafters of the Markets,: being of 
Jate the principle Buyers at all the Markets 
round London, that they had it but roe 
much in theic Power to raife aad fall the 
Price of Meal it felf, as they thought fit— 
Aodany Man, who will confider. whither 
this might tend, will acknowledge, it was 
time toregulate the Mitchief bya Law. 

O, but what fhall we do mow, fay our 
Neighbeurs, for rhe Bakers are rejulo'd 20 Hop 
their Ovens up, ond they will bake no more— 
And what will the Poor do now? 

Well, well, Gentlemen, if this be all you 
have to frar, do not trouble your felves, 
1’) open a Door for you, if you pleafe to 
make.ufe of the Paflage-——— Yeur-Great 
City bas -but a fmall Authority, ahd ‘we 
are all in but a forry Cafe, with afl.our 
Boafts of Liberty, if they cansot rule a few 
Bakers, and we muft be Slaves to their 
Qvens — No, 10, good People, be not un- 
ealie, let the Government. of the City, if 
they pleale, for I am not tolead them, make 
Proclamation, That all the Bakers, who 
sefufe.to bake Bread according to. Law, viz. 


accerding tothe new Standard, fhall pul! 
theirOvens down within fo many Days, and 
be'no more permitted to bake any Bread 
within che Liveries of the City forever — 
This, I humbly conteive, they have Power. 
todo, at leaft the Jat Pars of it; every 
Freeman being oblig’d by Oath to fubje& 
himfelf to the City-Laws, and fuch a Law 
being made by the Common-Council, they 
are bound by it, as effe@ually as by A 
of Parlisment, ~ ie 
- Bur if this will not do, another Thing, 
will , Viz. ‘That the City by che fame Au- 
thority make Proclamation, That all fuch 
Bakers, as will come and fee up inthe 
€i:y, and conform to this new Law, hall 
be Jpfe fa@o Freemen of the Company and 
of the City, as if‘they had ferv-d Appreas 
tices to the Trade.. 
Let butthe City, and alt the Corporas 

tions in England try this Experiment, aod 
if it does not prove an effeQual Remedy for 
this pretended Obftinacy of the Bakers, 
then’ [’ill. undertake to.prefcribe another 
that fhall.
